ORDER

On February 10, 2003, PUUWAAWAA WATERWORKS, INC. (PWI)
filed its revised: (1) schedule of rates; and (2) rules and
regulations pursuant to Hawaii Administrative Rules (HAR) § 6-61-16
and Decision and Orxrder No. 19980, filed on January 22, 2003
(compliance tariff filing).

Copies of the compliance tariff filing were served on the
Department of Commerce and Consumer Affairs, Division of
Consumer Advocacy {(Consumer Advocate). The Consumer Advocate did

not file comments on PWI’'s compliance tariff filing.

IT.
Upon review, the commission finds that a section of PWI'’s
revised rules and regulations require an amendment. Section 2.2 of
PWI's revised rules and regulations (Section 2.2) specifies that

PWI's minimum charge for water service is $37.50 per month as



opposed to $37.83 per mqnth. As recognized by PWI, the commission-
approved minimum charge is $37.83 per month.’ The minimum charge
set forth in Section 2.2 is clearly an error. Thus, PWI should
amend Section 2.2 to reflect the minimum charge approved by the
commission in Order No. 19980 and as set forth in PWI's revised
rate schedule. In all other respects, PWI's compliance filing,
filed on February 10, 2003, appears to be in compliance with
Order No. 19980.

Accordingly, PWI's compliance tariff filing is approved
pro&ided that PWI re-files its rules and regulations with an

amended Section 2.2 in accordance with this order.

ITT.
THE COMMISSION ORDERS that PWI‘'s compliance tariff
filing, filed on February 10, 2003, is approved, provided that PWI
re-files, as soon as practicable, its rules and regulations with an

amended Section 2.2 in accordance with this order.
